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Guild  refused 
Industry  Act 
registration 

The  Guild  of  Hospital  Pharmacy's  application  to  be  put  on 
the  special  register  under  the  Industrial  Relations  Act  has 
been  refused. 

O-t-c  medicine 
makers  meet 
in  London 


The  stated  grounds  are  that  it 
was  not  a  corporate  body  by  the 
time  the  Act  was  passed  at  the 
beginning  of  August. 

That  was  reported  to  a  meet- 
ing of  the  Guild  Council  on 
November  6  and  members  deci- 
ded to  set  up  a  working  party  to 
urgently  consider  the  matter  and 
to  see  what  other  courses  of 
action  were  open  to  the  Guild. 

The  salaries  secretary  repor- 
ted that  the  Whitley  Council 
Committee  was  to  request  the 
Secretary  of  State  to  appoint 
an  independent  panel  of  phar- 
macists and  other  professional 
persons  to  examine  applica- 
tions made  by  hospital 
authorities  for  special  con- 
sideration of  the  grading  of 
chief  pharmacists  at  teaching 
hospitals. 

He  also  reported  that  there 
was  no  agreement  on  a  claim 
for  payment  of  pharmacists 
providing  "on  call"  services. 
Council  decided  to  consider 
the  matter  further. 

A  claim  for  payment  of  stu- 
dents taking  the  Bradford  Uni- 
versity sandwich  course,  during 
their  first  period  of  six  months 
practical  training  in  hospital, 
was  not  settled  either.  The 
question  of  the  application  of 
"Noel  Hall"  salary  scales  to 
health  centre  pharmacists  had 
been  referred  to  the  joint  sec- 
retaries for  further  considera- 
tion. 

A  deputation  from  the 
General  Whitley  Council  went 
to  the  Department  of  Health 
and  Social  Security  on  October 
26  to  impress  upon  the  Secre- 
tary of  State  the  importance 
of  consultation  with  staff  in- 
terests in  any  reorganisation  of 
the  Health  Services. 

Several  suggestions  for  im- 
proving communications  with 
the  membership  and  keeping 
members  informed  about  Guild 
activities  were  considered.  It 
was  agreed  that  the  salaries 
secretary  should  be  given  per- 
mission to  communicate  to  the 
Press  reports  of  Whitley  Coun- 
cil negotiations  at  his  discre- 
tion during  the  course  of  such 
negotiations. 

A  one-day  conference  will 
be  held  at  Aston  University, 
Birmingham  on  May  13,  1972. 


Lord  Aberdare,  Minister  of 
State  at  the  Department  of 
Health  and  Social  Security,  will 
open  the  first  general  assembly 
of  the  World  Federation  of 
Proprietary  Medicine  Manufac- 
turers in  London  on  November 
29. 

Speakers  at  the  first  session 
are  former  Federal  German 
Chancellor,  Dr  Ludwig  Erhard, 
on  the  social  and  economic  as- 
pects of  home  medication,  and 
Commissioner  of  the  US  Food 
and  Drug  Administration,  Dr 
Charles  C.  Edwards,  who  will 
speak  on  the  role  of  home 
medication  in  the  USA. 

More  than  250  delegates  will 
attend  the  two-day  conference 
representing  associations  of 
manufacturers  of  proprietary 
medicines  and  allied  products 
in  Europe,  the  United  States. 
Canada,  Japan  and  South 
Africa. 

The  conference  will  be  con- 
cerned with  the  social,  econo- 
mic and  medical  aspects  of 
home  medication.  In  add:t;on 
it  will  consider  the  industry's 
relations  with  international 
organisations  and  the  authori- 
ties in  the  countries  where  the 
proprietaries  are  manufactured 
and  marketed. 

One  session  will  be  devoted 
to  an  examination  of  volun- 
tary control  of  standards  in 
advertising  practice.  Another 
will  be  devoted  to  safety  in 
closures  and  packaging.

The  grand  prix  at  the  exhi- 
bition was  won  by  the  Gala 
Group  with  a  Mary  Quant  dis- 
penser stand. 

'Ecology  out 
of  hand' 

The  banning  of  DDT  and 
cyclamates  has  caused  a  good 
deal  of  damage,  said  Mr  G.  J. 
Wilkins.  chairman,  pharmaceu- 
tical division,  Beecham  Group 
Ltd,  when  he  opened  the  third 
Interchex  exhibition  in  London 
on  Tuesday. 

Malaria  had  been  under 
control  but  now  it  was  coming 
back  as  the  mosquitoes  were 
no  longer  being  destroyed. 

Mr  Wilkins  added :  "We  are 
in  the  midst  of  a  frantic  and 
emotionally  charged  wave  of 
comment  and  publicity  over 
consumerism  and  concern  for 
ecologv." 

He  believed  there  was  a  real 
danger  of  this  getting  out  of 
hand  and  causing  more  dam- 
age than  benefit. 

The  exhibition  and  its  pre- 
decessors showed  that  the  phar- 
maceutical and  allied  industries 
had  a  prooer  perspective  on 
the  problems,  declared  Mr 
Wilkins. 

The  constant  collaboration 
between  makers  of  equipment 
and  of  consumer  products  to 
imorove  accuracy,  analytical 
methods  and  product  auality 
had  resulted  in  considerable 
benefits  in  safety  and  efficiency. 


Gall-stone  cures 
without  surgery 

The  use  of  surgery  to  treat 
gall-stones  may  be  avoided  by 
employing  a  natural  substance 
now  being  investigated  in  three 
British  hospitals,  and  a  US 
clinic,  where  several  remissions 
have  been  achieved. 

Chenodeoxycholic  acid,  be- 
ing made  by  Weddel  Pharma- 
ceuticals, is  designed  to  make 
good  the  commonest  deficiency 
in  abnormal  bile  which  leads 
to  the  build-up  of  cholesterol 
and  gives  rise  to  stones. 

So  far,  no  adverse  side  effects 
have  been  found.  It  is  thought 
to  dissolve  away  the  gall-stone 
during  prolonged  trea'ment. 

Animal  bile  is  being  used 
as  a  source  of  supply. 

The  Committee  on  Safety  of 
Drugs  have  approved  its  use 
for  clinical  trials  but  the  sub- 
stance is  not  expected  to  be 
available  for  some  months. 

Photo  sales 
up  by  £47  m 

Deliveries  of  photographic 
equipment  including  sensitised 
materials  during  the  second 
quarter  of  1971  reached  the 
record  level  of  £47m,  1  per 
cent  more  than  in  the  second 
quarter  of  1970.  There  was  a 
5  per  cent  rise  in  deliveries  of 
sensitised  materials,  but  deliver- 
ies of  photographic  hardware 
fell  by  6  per  cent.  The  main 
changes  took  place  in  the  home 
market  with  deliveries  of  hard- 
ware falling  by  15  per  cent 
while  that  of  sensitised  ma- 
terials increased  by  8  per  cent. 

According  to  the  Department 
of  Trade's  Business  Monitor 
which  gives  those  figures,  total 
deliveries  of  photographic 
equipment  and  sensitised  ma- 
terials in  the  first  half  were 
9  per  cent  up  on  1970.

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Minister  for 
small  firms? 


The  setting-up  of  a  special  small-firms  division  within  the 
Department  of  Trade  and  Industry  is  recommended  in  the 
report  of  the  Bolton  Committee  on  small  companies  published 
last  week. 


The  division  should  have  a 
minister  responsible  for  its 
operation,  and  would  monitor 
the  "health  of  small  firms" 
and  take  action  if  the  situation 
in  respect  of  them  were  to 
deteriorate. 

The  principal  findings  of  the 
committee  come  under  two 
heads :  first,  that  the  small- 
firms  sector  is  declining 
steadily  in  size  and  in  its  share 
of  economic  activity;  and,  sec- 
ondly that  the  existence  of  a 
lively  small-firm  sector  is  "vital 
to  the  health,  if  not  the  exist- 
ence, of  the  private  enterprise 
system." 

It  is  suggested  that  the 
decline  of  the  sector  has  gone 
further  in  Britain  than  in  other 
developed  economies,  and  that 
it  is  possible  to  see  a  time — 
if  present  trends  continue — 
when  the  sector  will  not  be 
viable.  If  the  pattern  does  con- 
tinue, there  will  be  virtually 
no  small  firms  in  manufactur- 
ing industry  by  soon  after  the 
end  of  the  century,  says  the 
report. 

Despite  the  decline,  and 
despite  the  committee's  belief 
in  the  importance  of  the  small 
company,  it  was  felt  that  there 
is  no  case  at  present  for  dis- 
criminating in  favour  of  small 
firms. 

The  committee  recommends 
against  subsidies,  tax  conces- 
sions and  other  differential 
measures — but  in  favour  of 
numerous  other  moves  designed 
to  get  rid  of  the  "inequities  and 
disabilities  which  small  firms 
now  suffer  usually  as  a  result 
of  unintended  neglect  by  gov- 
ernment." 

In  the  section  concerned  with 
the  importance  of  small  com- 
panies to  the  economy,  the 
report  sets  out  eight  important 
functions  which  they  perform : 

□  They  provide  a  productive 
outlet  for  the  energies  of  a 
large  group  of  enterprising  and 
able  people,  who  are  often  less 
suited  to  a  large  organisation. 

□  In  industries  where  the 
optimum  size  of  production 
unit  or  sales  outlet  is  small, 
the  most  efficient  form  of  busi- 
ness is  often  a  small  company. 

□  Small  firms  add  greatly  to 
the  variety  of  products  and 
services  offered  to  the  con- 
sumer. 


□  Many  of  them  act  as  sup- 
pliers to  large  companies  at 
lower  cost  than  the  large  com- 
panies could  achieve. 

D  They  provide  competition — 
both  actual  and  potential — and 
thus  a  check  on  monopoly 
profits  and  inefficiency. 

□  Small  firms  are  important 
low-cost  sources  of  innovation 
in  products,  techniques  and 
services. 

□  The  small-firm  sector  is  the 
traditional  breeding  ground  for 
new  industries. 

□  They  provide  the  means  of 
entry  into  business  for  new 
entrepreneurial  talent  and  the 
seed-bed  from  which  new  large 
companies  grow  to  challenge 
and  stimulate  the  established 
leaders  of  industry. 

Essentially,  the  report  is  con- 
cerned with  the  owner-managed 
business.  Small  firms  were 
defined  as  follows:  Manufac- 
turing, 200  employees  or 
fewer;  retailing,  turnover 
£50.000  or  less;  wholesale 
trades,  turnover  £200,000  or 
less. 

.  .  .  and  the 
retail  outlook 

Voluntary  trading  groups,  as  a 
means  of  furthering  the  cause 
of  the  small  retailer,  are  com- 
mended in  the  Research  Report 
on  retailing  published  by  HM 
Stationery  Office  as  one  of  18 
supplements  to  the  Bolton 
Committee  reports  on  small 
firms  (£0-45). 

The  Research  Report  places 
"small  retailers"  in  three  cate- 
gories :  the  "grower,"  the 
"stayer"  (one  who,  because  of 
geographical  or  other  factors, 
is  destined  to  stay  small)  and 
the  "closer." 

Although  the  Committee's 
working  definition  of  a  small 
firm  was  that  of  a  business 
having  up  to  £50.000  turnover 
a  year,  the  sectional  report 
says  it  has  concerned  itself 
especially  with  those  turning- 
over  less  than  £10.000. 

The  suggestion  is  that  the 
"stayers"  and  "growers"  could 
be  helped  by  voluntary  groups, 
the  expansion  of  trade  associa- 
tions' consultancy  services,  and 
trailing  facilities. 

The  report's  general  conclu-

sion  echoes  that  of  the  Bolton 
document  itself — that  no  sup- 
port can  be  given  to  measures 
to  arrest  the  closure  of  small 
business  by  legislation:  "Re- 
sources must  be  allowed  to 
move  to  their  most  productive 
use." 

It  adds :  "There  are,  how- 
ever, strong  arguments  in  fav- 
our of  facilitating  the  closure 
of  uneconomic  small  firms  .  .  . 
and  in  making  some  training  a 
necessary  qualification  for  new 
entrants."

The  future  with 
the  NPU 

"The  NPU  cannot  promise  its 
members  a  soft  future,  but  it 
has  provided  some  potent 
weapons  for  success  in  the 
business  battle  " 

That  quotation  comes  from 
a  new  booklet,  "The  National 
Pharmaceutical  Union :  fifty 
years'  service  to  independent 
pharmacy,"  published  to  cele- 
brate NPU's  golden  jubilee. 

The  booklet  looks  at  the 
Union's  past,  and  its  present 
services,  and  forecasts  that  "as 
far  as  one  can  see  into  the 
future,  the  pharmacist  will  still 
be  the  only  possible  supplier 
of  the  bulk  of  medical  pro- 
ducts, and  in  most  cases  sustain 
his  specialised  function  with  a 
selective  trade  in  other  mer- 
chandise." 


However,  a  time  is  envisaged 
when  all  NPU  members  are 
connected  to  a  central  com- 
puter from  which  inter-firm 
comparison  and  other  data  will 
be  available  without  the  delays 
of  documentation. 

"Pharmacists  would  be  trad- 
ing in  a  continuously  moni- 
tored market  and  able  to  profit 
from  the  valuable  and  timely 
information." 

VAT  to  be  in 
Finance  Bill 

Value  added  tax  legislation  will 
be  included  in  the  Finance  Bill 
to  be  published  next  spring,  and 
the  budget  will  be  before 
Easter,  the  House  of  Commons 
was  told  on  Tuesday. 

Answering  questions  for  the 
Secretary  for  Social  Services  on 
the  same  day,  Mr  M.  Alison, 
Under-Secretary,  told  Mr  Joel 
Barnett  that  no  specific  criteria 
were  used  to  determine  whether 
a  drug  supplier  was  making 
excessive  profits.  "We  have  to 
try  to  satisfy  ourselves  that 
prices  charged  to  the  NHS  for 
all  pharmaceutical  products  are 
fair  and  reasonable  and  that 
this  industry  is  strong,  efficient 
and  capable  of  the  research  and 
development  necessary  for  new 
medicines." 

Mr  Alison  told  Mr  L.  Pavitt 
that  an  increase  in  the  number 
of  visits  to  doctors  by  regional 
medical  officers  was  due  more 
to  discussion  of  unusual  pat- 
terns of  prescribing,  particularly 
of  drugs  of  dependence,  than 
to  checks  on  high  prescribing 
costs.

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Pill'  makers 
redeploying 
resources 

"The  cumulative  effects  of  con- 
tinuous hostility  towards  oral 
contraceptives  by  the  inter- 
national media  throughout 
1964-70,  coupled  with  the  in- 
creasing demands  of  the  health 
regulatory  agencies,  especially 
that  of  the  USA,  have  now  had 
a  pronounced  discouraging 
effect  on  manufacturers  who 
are  switching  their  research  re- 
sources to  areas  which  are 
economically,  politically  and 
emotionally  less  stressful." 

That  was  one  of  the  points 
made  by  Mr  Ronald  Levin, 
marketing  director  of  Syntex 
Pharmaceuticals  Ltd,  when  he 
spoke  to  members  of  the  Berk- 
shire Publicity  Association  on 
November  3  about  "The  trials 
and  tribulations  of  marketing 
the  pill." 

Mr  Levin  said  that  legal  and 
illegal  abortion — the  method  of 
birth  control  most  widely  prac- 
tised in  the  world — left  "  a  trail 
of  emotional  and  physical 
handicaps  among  those  who 
have  undertaken  it." 

The  solution  lay  in  encourag- 
ing the  practice  of  the  pre- 
cautionary methods  among 
which  the  pill  was  foremost. 

"The  technical  problems 
associated  with  the  pill  have 
now  been  largely  overcome  and 
the  anxieties  of  the  vast  bulk 
of  expert  medical  opinion 
allaved.  The  only  remaining 
barrier  is  largely  political.  I  am 
confident,  however,  that  when 
the  political  barriers  are  re- 
moved, we  will  have  the 
satisfaction  of  knowing  that  our 
trials  and  tribulations  were 
suffered  and  overcome  to  good 
effect." 

Beware  the 
'professionals' 

The  profession  must  not  be 
hoodwinked  or  mesmerised 
into  regarding  the  development 
of  "purely  professional"  phar- 
macies as  inevitable  if  Britain 
joins  the  EEC,  said  Mr  J. 
Wright,  NPU  director,  last 
week. 

Speaking  at  the  joint  dinner 
of  the  Epsom,  Sutton  and  Dis- 
trict branches  of  the  NPU  and 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  he 
said  that  although  there  would 
be  those  who  said  that  retail 
pharmacy  would  have  to  throw 
out  cosmetics,  photographic 
business,  etc,  and  concentrate 
on  dispensing  and  the  sale  of 
medicines,  there  would  be  a 
continuing  need  in  the  public 
interest  for  the  community  to 


have  ready  access  to  pharma- 
cies, as  underlined  by  the  rpm 
decision  of  the  Restrictive 
Practices  Court. 

The  NPU  would  continue  to 
keep  "a  wary  eye"  on  develop- 
ments, press  for  increases  in 
NHS  remuneration  through  the 
Chemist  Contractors  Commit- 
tee and  for  limitation  by  way 
of  the  NHS  contract  to  stop 
"leaDfrogging." 

"We  will  continue  to  provide 
members  with  the  services  and 
facilities  that  they  need  to 
survive  and  prosper  in  the 
increasingly  competitive  mar- 
kets that  they  will  have  to 
operate  in,  in  the  future",  said 
Mr  Wright. 

Collection  and 
delivery  service 

Pharmaceutical  services  are 
likely  to  be  restored  in  the 
West  Lothian  village  of  Winch- 
burgh. 

Mr  Tarn  Dalyell,  Member 
of  Parliament  for  West  Lothian, 
has  received  a  letter  from  the 
Parliamentary  Under-Secretary 
of  State  for  Health  and  Edu- 
cation, Mr  Hector  Monro, 
saying  that  the  possibility  of 
setting  up  a  collection  and 
delivery  service  between  Winch- 
burgh  and  the  two  pharmacies 
in  Broxburn  was  being  exam- 
ined by  the  Executive  Council 
in  conjunction  with  the  Phar- 
maceutical Secretary's  Scottish 
Department. 

Mr  Monro  said :  "Although 
detailed  arrangements  remain 
to  be  settled,  it  now  seems 
fairly  certain  that  such  a  ser- 
vice will  be  implemented." 

□  The  parish  council  of  Mell- 
ing  (near  Liverpool)  have 
submitted  a  scheme  for 
approval  to  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  for  a  prescription 
delivery  service. 

The  proprietor  of  a  local 
newsagent's  shop  has  agreed  to 
the  use  of  his  premises  as  a 
collection  and  distribution 
point  for  prescriptions. 

He  has  undertaken  to  take 
them  to  an  Aintree  pharmacy 
and  to  return  the  medicines 
given  out  in  sealed  and  labelled 
packages  from  his  shop.

Topical  reflections 


Counter  prescribing 

The  subject  of  counter  prescribing  occupied  the  attention  of 
speakers  and  audience  at  the  West  Midlands  regional 
conference  at  Leamington  Spa.  (Incidentally,  is  it  not  time  to 
find  a  new  description  for  that  activity?  "Travellers "  are 
now  representatives,  and  retail  pharmacy  has  become  general 
practice — and  the  counter  itself  has  largely  disappeared  from 
the  scene.) 

It  is  true  that  there  is  no  reason  why  the  pharmacist  should 
not  supply  a  preparation  to  meet  the  demand  of  a  customer 
who  describes  certain  symptoms.  And  it  is  equally  true  that 
an  account  of  the  symptoms  frequently  suggests  that  there 
may  be  an  underlying  cause  requiring  early  medical  attention 
and  expert  diagnosis.  Such  a  situation,  as  Mr  J.  P.  Kerr 
pointed  out,  is  preferable  to  one  of  self-diagnosis  artfully 
insinuated  by  the  copywriters  of  patent  medicines. 

And  there  remains  the  highly  skilled  task  of  convincing, 
without  alarming,  the  customer  of  the  advisibility  of  medical 
consultation.  Treatment  of  any  condition  should  be  under- 
taken only  with  the  greatest  circumspection  and  only  then 
with  the  proviso  that  if  the  condition  does  not  improve 
quickly  it  should  be  medically  investigated. 

It  must  always  be  borne  in  mind  that  what  appears  to  be 
a  snap  diagnosis  on  the  part  of  the  physician  is  not  necessarily 
an  inspired  guess.  Into  his  decision  go  years  of  medical 
experience  in  which  the  recognition  of  physical  signs  plays 
an  important  part. 

Dr  Abercrombie 

It  has  been  recorded  of  Dr  Abercrombie  that,  on  visiting  a 
patient  and  asking  a  few  questions,  he  gave  his  opinion  that 
the  man  would  go  blind,  become  convulsed  and  die.  The 
course  of  the  illness  was  as  he  had  predicted,  and  a  young 
student  asked  what  it  was  in  the  look  of  the  man  that  made 
him  know  at  once.  "  I  can't  tell  you,  I  can  hardly  tell  myself; 
but  I  rest  with  confidence  upon  the  exactness  and  honesty  of 
my  past  observations.  I  remember  the  result,  and  act  upon 
it;  but  I  can't  put  you,  or,  without  infinite  trouble,  myself, 
in  possession  of  all  the  steps."  The  student  persisted.  "But 
would  it  not  be  a  great  saving  if  you  could  tell  others?" 
"It  would  be  no  such  thing;  it  could  be  the  very  worst  thing 
that  could  happen  to  you:  you  would  not  know  how  to  use  it," 
replied  Abercrombie.  "You  must  follow  in  the  same  road." 
And  all  of  that  took  place  with  none  of  the  diagnostic  aids 
known  today. 

Other  matters 

I  think  the  observations  of  Dr  Abercrombie  are  worth  bear- 
ing in  mind.  On  the  subject  of  sore  throats,  Mr  Teeling- 
Smith  told  the  meeting  that  the  pharmacist  was  seeing  the 
same  patients  as  the  doctor.  In  both  cases,  he  said,  the 
symptoms  were  treated.  "If  the  sore  throat  seen  by  the 
pharmacist  was  the  same  as  that  presented  to  the  doctor,  why 
should  the  pharmacist  not  be  allowed  to  prescribe  an  anti- 
biotic?" he  went  on.  Few  pharmacists  have  had  a  course  of 
training  in  diseases  of  the  ear,  nose  or  throat,  and  the  same 
sore  throat  might  look  quite  different  to  Dr  Abercrombie. 

As  to  oral  contraceptives,  Mr  Teeling-Smith  is  reported  as 
having  asked  why  the  pharmacist  should  not  be  permitted 
to  supply  a  client  with  a  preparation.  Over,  say,  a  five-year 
period?  In  the  light  of  recent  alarm  and  alterations  in 
formulation,  that  is  scarcely  a  responsible  suggestion.

The  history  of  pharmacy  in  Ulster  has 
moved  forward  to  a  new  milestone  with 
the  creation  of  a  chair  and  department  of 
pharmacy  in  The  Queen's  University  of 
Belfast. 

Pharmaceutical  education  in  Northern 
Ireland  has  its  foundation  in  the  passing 
of  the  Government  of  Ireland  Act  in 
1920.  Prior  to  that  time  qualification  in 
pharmacy  was  via  Dublin  and  the  practice 
of  pharmacy  in  the  whole  of  Ireland  was 
regulated  by  the  Pharmacy  (Ireland)  Acts 
of  1875  to  1890. 

The  Government  of  Ireland  Act  pro- 
vided for  the  setting  up  of  separate 
Parliaments  for  Northern  and  Southern 
Ireland  and  as  a  direct  consequence  of 
this  a  separate  Pharmaceutical  Society  was 
founded  in  Northern  Ireland,  and  the 
Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act  (Northern 
Ireland)  1925  established  the  practice  of 
pharmacy  in  Ulster. 

Very  soon  after  its  formation,  the 
Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Northern  Ireland,  under  the  presidency  of 
Mr  Horatio  Todd,  JP,  organised  the 
examinations  for  the  pharmaceutical 
chemist  qualification.  Regulations  relating 
to  the  examinations  were  drafted,  courses 
were  arranged,  and  a  special  board  of 
examiners  was  appointed  under  the  leader- 
ship of  Professor  James  Small,  a  pharma- 
cist who  held  the  chair  of  botany  at 
Queen's.  The  first  qualifying  examination 
was  held  at  the  end  of  June  1926. 

Soon  after  this,  systematic  courses  of 
instruction  in  the  pharmacy  syllabus  com- 
menced in  the  chemistry  department  of 
the  Belfast  College  of  Technology.  In 
1929,  the  BSc  degree  in  pharmacy  of 
Queen's  University  was  founded  and  is 
thus  one  of  the  oldest  degrees  in  phar- 
macy in  the  United  Knigdom. 

From  1929  until  1971,  courses  for  both 
degree  and  diploma  examinations  were 
taught  at  the  College  of  Technology;  by 
1962  an  independent  department  of  phar-

macy  had  been  formed  and  enjoyed  a 
considerable  reputation  for  its  under- 
graduate teaching  and  its  post-graduate 
research.  The  pharmacy  department  at  the 
College  closed  in  the  summer  of  1971 
and  on  October  1 1  the  new  department 
of  pharmacy  at  Queen's  commenced 
teaching  at  the  medical  biology  centre 
adjacent  to  the  Belfast  City  Hospital.  The 
BSc  degree  in  pharmacy  then  became  the 
only  entry  to  membership  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  of  Northern  Ireland  and 
registration  as  a  pharmaceutical  chemist. 

The  new  department  of  pharmacy  occu- 
pies temporary,  although  specially  de- 
signed and  constructed  laboratories  (pic- 
tured at  the  top  of  facing  page);  a  perma- 
nent building  will  follow  in  two  years. 
Lecture  theatres,  library  and  student  com- 
mon room  facilities  are  provided  in  the 
main  buildings  of  the  medical  biology 
centre,  which  undertakes  the  pre-clinical 
teaching  for  the  faculty  of  medicine. 

The  department  of  pharmacy  is,  how- 
ever, part  of  the  faculty  of  science  and 
thus  enjoys  the  privilege  of  being  closely 
associated  with  the  work  of  both  these 
faculties.  We  feel  that  this  mingling  of 
the  embryo  pharmacist,  with  the  embryo 
doctor  and  the  embryo  scientist  has  much 
to  recommend  it.  Students  frequently  learn 
far  more  from  each  other  than  they  do 
from  their  tutors,  and  we  are  certain  that 
this  arrangement  will  do  much  to 
strengthen  the  bonds  and  aid  the  work 
of  these  allied  professions  in  Northern 
Ireland. 

Honours  degree 

The  BSc  (Honours)  degree  in  pharmacy 
is  based  on  a  four-year  course,  although 
students  who  have  attained  a  sufficiently 
high  standard  of  A-level  results  in  the 
GCE  examination  are  encouraged  to  take 
a  three-year  degree  by  entering  directly 
into  the  second  year  (level  1)  studies. 

For  the  four-year  degree,  studies  com- 
mence with  the  intermediate  (level  0)  year 
in  which  the  subjects  are  normally 
chemistry,  physics,  mathematics  and  a 
biological  subject.  In  the  second  year 
(level  1),  physiology  is  taught  in  the 
department  of  physiology  at  the  medical 
biology  centre,  chemistry  in  the  depart- 
ments of  chemistry  at  the  David  Keir 
Building,  and  pharmaceutics  in  the  de-

partment  of  pharmacy.  The  final  two 
years  in  the  course  (levels  2  and  3)  are 
spent  in  the  department  of  pharmacy  and 
comprise  the  four  traditional  subdivisions 
of  pharmacy :  pharmacology,  pharmaceu- 
tics, pharmacognosy  and  pharmaceutical 
chemistry  together  with  an  elective  topic 
on  a  specific  aspect  of  pharmacy  practice 
or  research  carried  out  in  the  final  year 
on  a  project  basis. 

Specialised  courses 

Currently  specialised  courses  in  chemical 
topics,  notably  physical  instrumentation, 
are  also  held  in  the  department  of 
chemistry  during  the  level  2  and  3  courses. 
The  context  of  the  degree  course  has 
purposely  been  maintained  as  flexible  as 
possible  to  allow  for  the  future  insertion 
of  courses  on  business  administration 
and  management,  on  analytical  and 
quality  control  techniques,  and  for  an 
increase  in  the  biochemistry  and  therapeu- 
tics content  of  the  pharmacology  course. 

Post-graduate  research  may  lead  to 
PhD  or  MSc  degrees  and  currently  the 
following  are  examples  of  research  topics 
being  actively  pursued  in  the  department : 
the  pharmacology  and  toxicology  of  sym- 
pathomimetic amines  with  particular  refer- 
ence to  hypoxia  (in  collaboration  with  the 
department  of  therapeutics  and  pharma- 
cology), the  development  of  methods  for 
the  screening  of  drugs  for  ototoxicity,  the 
influence  of  specific  drugs  on  diagnostic 
tests,  the  synthesis  and  biotransformation 
of  azasteroids,  the  phytochemistry  of  the 
genus  Psychotria,  the  mechanism  of  action 
of  antimicrobial  agents,  freeze-drying  of 
viruses,  the  chemotherapy  of  virus  infec- 
tions. 

Emphasis  has  also  been  given  to  con- 
tinuing the  organisation  of  short  courses 
aimed  at  keeping  practising  pharmacists 
in  touch  with  recent  developments.  Such 
courses  were  a  specific  feature  of  the 
former  department  at  the  Technical  Col- 
lege and  enjoyed  the  keen  support  of  the 
pharmacists  of  Ulster. 

In  this  present  academic  year  it  is  pro- 
posed to  give  a  refresher  course  of  eight 
lectures  on  the  pharmacology  of  drugs  in 
common  clinical  use.  Future  expansion  of 
academic  teaching  is  also  envisaged  in  the 
post-graduate  field  and  preliminary  dis- 
cussions have  already  led  to  the  founda- 


tion of  a  MSc  course  in  hospital  phar- 
macy to  commence,  if  possible,  during  the 
next  University  quinquenium. 

It  is  fortunate  indeed  that  this  new  era 
of  pharmaceutical  education  in  Northern 
Ireland  has  commenced  at  precisely  the 
same  time  as  the  "quiet  revolution  in 
pharmacy"  in  the  United  Kingdom.  The 
recommendations  of  the  Noel  Hall  report 
are  already  being  implemented  in  the 
pharmaceutical  service  of  the  Ulster  hos- 
pitals, the  enactments  of  the  Medicine 
Act  1968  will  also  do  much  to  enforce 
and  expand  the  role  of  the  pharmacist  in 
the  health  team  and  define  the  responsi- 
bilities of  the  pharmaceutical  profession 
in  its  privileged  role  in  safeguarding  the 
health  of  the  community.  It  is  fortunate 
that  at  this  point  in  time  there  is  no  major 
pharmaceutical  industry  in  Northern 
Ireland,  but  this  must  surely  come  and 
the  new  department  can  already  claim  to 
be  preparing  graduates  to  enter  careers 
in  that  industry. 

Reciprocal  recognition 

It  must  not  be  assumed  that  all  students 
entering  the  new  department  of  pharmacy 
are  residents  of  Northern  Ireland;  a 
number  come  from  England  and  some 
from  Commonwealth  countries  (entry  is 
via  the  normal  UCCA  application).  In  the 
last  year  discussions  between  the  Uni- 
versity and  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Great  Britain  culminated  in  the  Council  of 
the  British  Society  recognising  the  degree 
granted  in  respect  of  pharmacy  by  Queen's 
as  a  means  of  entry  to  the  British  register 
of  pharmaceutical  chemists.  In  addition 
the  Councils  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Societies  of  Great  Britain  and  Northern 
Ireland  have  agreed  on  a  new  agreement 
for  the  reciprocal  recognition  of  qualifica- 
tions. Thus  a  pharmaceutical  chemist 
registered  in  Northern  Ireland  can  go  to 
Great  Britain  and  when  resident  there 
apply  for  registration  which  will  be 
granted  without  impediment.  The  con- 
verse also  applies. 

It  is  obvious,  therefore,  that  this  new 
department  of  pharmacy  at  Queen's  has 
a  prime  role  to  play  in  the  development 
of  pharmacy  in  Northern  Ireland  and 
indeed  has  a  definite  contribution  to  make 
to  the  future  of  the  profession  in  the 
whole  of  the  United  Kingdom.

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COMMENT 


A  welcome  challenge 

The  Bolton  Committee's  report  on  small  firms  (page  719) 
is  a  challenging  document.  It  should  certainly  be  welcomed 
by  all  those  small  companies  that  are  confident  in  their  own 
energy  and  general  fighting  trim,  but  it  will  afford  cold 
comfort  indeed  to  any  who  merely  feel  "  it  is  time  some- 
thing was  done  "  for  them. 

The  terms  of  the  report  make  it  absolutely  clear  that  the 
Committee  sees  the  role  of  the  small  firm  as  a  highly 
competitive  one — as  a  prompter  of  greater  efficiency  in 
industry  generally,  and,  particularly,  the  larger  concerns 
around  them. 

That  view  is  crystalised  in  the  last  of  the  eight  "impor- 
tant functions",  of  small  companies  enumerated  in  the 
report :  "  They  provide  the  means  of  entry  into  business  for 
new  entrepreneurial  talent  and  the  seed-bed  from  which 
new  large  companies  will  grow  to  challenge  and  stimulate 
the  established  leaders  of  industry". 

The  very  fact  that  the  Committee  believed  there  was 
no  case  at  present  for  discriminating  in  favour  of  small 
firms,  underlines  their  opinion  that  there  should  be  no 
"feather-bedding".  Small  companies  are  seen  as  a  fighting 
force  within  the  economy — and  to  disencumber  this  com- 
mando, more  than  60  moves  are  suggested  to  get  rid  of 
the  "inequities  and  disabilities  which  small  firms  now 
suffer" :  for  example,  the  Committee  found  that  the  load 
of  Government  statistical  requirements  was  several  times 
heavier  for  small  firms  than  for  large,  bearing  in  mind  their 
respective  resources.  Steps  are  suggested  to  redress  that 
imbalance. 


Above  all,  the  report  will  be  welcomed  for  the  force 
with  which  it  underlines  the  importance  of  the  role  that 
efficient  small  firms  can  play  in  the  economy,  describing 
them,  indeed,  as  a  factor  in  the  "health,  if  not  the  existence 
of  the  private  enterprise  system". 

Even  in  stressing  the  decline  of  the  UK  small-firm 
sector,  the  Committee  state  their  belief  that  before  it 
becomes  dangerous,  "the  natural  resilience  and  inherent 
strength"  of  small  firms  will  assert  themselves. 

The  spirit  of  the  report  is,  perhaps,  best  summed  up 
in  the  comment  of  Mr  John  Bolton  himself,  when  talking 
of  the  proposal  to  create  of  "Minister  for  Small  Firms". 
He  stated :  "A  minister  is  necessary  because  the  way  to  get 
anything  done  is  to  make  someone  responsible  for  it". 

Responsible  for  own  survival 

Small  firms'  responsibility  for  their  own  survival  is  as 
much  at  the  heart  of  the  report  as  is  their  value  to  the 
economy. 

It  should  be  added  that  the  "viability  figure"  for  a 
single  privately-owned  pharmacy  is  probably  in  the  region 
of  £30,000  a  year  turnover.  It  is  reasonable,  therefore,  to 
suppose  that  the  overwhelming  majority  of  such  phar- 
macies would  come  within  the  committee's  working  defi- 
nition of  a  "small"  retail  business — £50,000s  a  year  turnover 
— and  so,  within  the  scope  of  its  recommendations. 

By  the  same  token,  it  is  unlikely  that  the  remarks 
concerning  voluntary  trading  groups,  contained  in  the 
accompanying  Research  Report  on  the  retail  sector,  will 
go  unheeded. 


Being  'conned'? 

C&D  readers  will  recollect  that  at  the 
February  conference  of  Local  Pharma- 
ceutical Committees,  the  chairman  of  the 
Central  NHS  (Chemist  Contractors)  Com- 
mittee informed  representatives  that  "Sir 
Keith  had  said  immediately  that  he  would 
not  agree  to  any  form  of  arbitration". 

It  will  also  be  recollected  that  a  letter 
from  Sir  Philip  Rogers  of  the  Department 
of  Health  to  the  Central  Committee  in 
April  stated,  inter  alia,  that  Sir  Keith 
"was  not  implying  that  arbitration  was 
ruled  out  as  a  matter  of  principle,  merely 
that  he  saw  no  grounds  for  raising  the 
question  of  arbitration  at  that  time  (since 
there  seemed  room  for  a  negotiated  settle- 
ment of  the  issues)". 

In  view  of  the  obvious  inconsistency  of 
these  statements  and  the  disinclination  of 
the  chairman  of  the  Central  Committee  to 
challenge  Sir  Philip  Rogers'  statement 
publicly,  Plymouth  and  North-east  London 
Local  Pharmaceutical  Committees  com- 
bined to  ask  Sir  Keith  Joseph  for  a  cate- 
gorical statement  as  to  whether  or  not 


pharmacy  was  in  fact  denied  arbitration 
at  the  December  1970  negotiations. 

Predictably,  the  reply  came  not  from  Sir 
Keith  but  from  an  officer  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Health  who  "had  been  asked  to 
reply",  and  stated :  "The  matters  which 
you  raise  on  behalf  of  the  North-east 
London  and  Plymouth  Local  Pharmaceu- 
tical Committees  have  been  the  subject  of 
discussions  and  corespondence  with  those 
committees'  national  representatives,  the 
Central  NHS  (Chemist  Contractors)  Com- 
mittee. In  May  the  Central  Committee 
released  for  publication  an  extract  from  a 
letter  from  the  permanent  secretary  of 
this  Department,  Sir  Philip  Rogers,  which 
explained  that  arbitration  is  not  ruled 
out  as  a  matter  of  principle.  The  Depart- 
ment has  nothing  to  add." 

Presumably,  there  is  something  to  hide, 
or  someone  to  protect,  and  we  must,  it 
seems,  content  ourselves  with  conjecture 
as  to  what  or  whom. 

Contractors  will  not,  however,  have 
failed  to  note  after  nine  months  of  waiting 
that  the  promised  "continuing  negotia- 
tions" and  "early  appointment  of  experts" 
have  as  yet  been  conspicuously  unproduc- 
tive and  will  doubtless  now  be  forming 
second  judgments  on  the  allegedly  extra- 
vagant language  of  the  undersigned  when 
he  warned  representatives  way  back  in 
February  that  "they  were  being  conned".

NHS  contract  dispute  bar 
to  a  planned  service 

Company  chemists'  opposition  to  limitation  of  the  NHS  dispensing  contract  is 
holding  up  Government  action  on  a  planned  pharmaceutical  service — but  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  is  to  press  for  draft  legislation  to  overcome  the  difficulty. 
The  Council  of  the  Society  was  told  last 

representative  of  the  Department  to  ex- 
plain the  situation  and  request  that  draft 
legislation  should  be  prepared.  Develop- 
ments had  now  to  be  awaited  from  the 
Department. 

Council  agreed  that  the  Society  should 
apply  for  membership  of  the  pharmacy 
group  of  the  European  Economic  Com- 
munity. 

A  model  of  the  Society's  proposed  new 
headquarters  building  at  Lambeth  was 
shown  to  Council.  Members  agreed  that 
the  basic  design  of  the  scheme  of  the  new 
headquarters  building  for  the  Society  on 
the  Lambeth  site  should  be  approved  and 
that  the  architect  should  be  authorised 
to  apply  for  detailed  planning  permission 
and  for  any  amendment  of  the  office 
development  permit. 

The  Society  had  been  represented  at  a 
meeting  at  HM  Customs  and  Excise,  when 
the  effect  on  the  health  professions  of  the 
imposition  of  the  proposed  value  added 
tax  was  explained.  It  was  accepted  that 
the  position  of  pharmacy  was  complex, 
and  that  a  further  meeting  with  pharma- 
ceutical   organisations    should    be  held. 

Mr  D.  F.  Lewis,  secretary  and  registrar, 
reported  that  the  1972  Franco-British 
Pharmaceutical  Congress  would  be  held 
in  the  Isle  of  Man,  May  5-8.  The  fee 
would  be  £33-£35,  excluding  travel. 

The  Education  Committee  reported  that 
the  Society's  literature  on  careers,  in 
pharmacy  had  been  revised  and  passed  on 
to  the  working  party  for  comment.  Work 
would  now  proceed  with  the  revision  of 
colour  slides  used  by  the  Society. 

It  was  reported  by  the  Organisation 
Committee  that  confirmation  had  been 
given  by  the  Privy  Council  to  alterations 
to  the  byelaws  section  XII  (3)  which 
would  require  at  least  five  of  the  10 
members  who  nominated  a  candidate  for 
the  Council,  to  be  from  the  branch  of 
that  candidate. 

The  clerk  to  the  Privy  Council  had 
pointed  out  that  most  other  professional 
bodies  had  recently  adopted  a  clause 
making  it  impossible  for  a  member  to 
nominate  more  than  one  candidate  at 
each  election.  It  was  recommended  that 
an  appropriate  amendment  to  that  effect 
should  be  made  within  the  general  revi- 
sion of  the  byelaws. 

Following  recent  publicity  involving 
samples  of  medicinal  products,  the  Prac- 
tice Committee  had  considered  the 
Society's  policy.  It  was  decided  that  after 
other  interested  pharmaceutical  bodies  had 
been  consulted,  a  decision  would  be  made 
at  Council's  December  meeting. 

It  was  agreed  that  the  reply  which  had 


week  that  when  representatives  of  the 
Committee  on  a  Planned  Pharmaceutical 
Service  met  those  of  the  Department  of 
Health  in  June  to  discuss  the  document 
on  "Pharmacies  in  health  centre  areas," 
much  of  the  meeting  had  been  taken  up 
with  the  difference  between  the  Company 
Chemists'  Association  and  the  other  bodies 
represented  on  the  Committee  concerning 
restriction  of  the  right  of  contract  entry 
for  Part  IV  services. 

For  the  Department,  it  had  been 
emphasised  that  the  difference  was  ex- 
tremely important.  Although  Ministers 
had  indicated  that  they  had  no  objection 
in  principle  to  the  proposals  included  in 
the  Committee's  document,  their  final  deci- 
sion on  whether  or  not  to  implement 
them  would  be  materially  affected  by 
their  knowledge  that  a  specific  proposal 
was  likely  to  be  highly  controversial  with- 
in the  profession. 

The  Company  Chemists'  Association 
had  stated  consistently  that  its  objection 
was  one  of  principle.  It  was  against  any 
new  restriction  which  could  affect  its  mem- 
bers' businesses  now  or  in  the  future. 

Vital  decision 

Because  he  was  convinced  that  the 
Government's  decision  on  the  question 
was  vitally  important  to  the  future  of 
general  practice  pharmacy,  Mr  W.  M. 
Darling,  president,  said  he  had  attempted 
to  identify  more  precisely  the  problems 
which  the  Association  considered  it  would 
face  should  the  Committee's  recommenda- 
tion be  implemented.  But  after  further 
meetings  with  members  of  the  Association, 
at  which  the  whole  question  had  been 
explored  in  detail,  it  became  clear  that 
the  basic  objection  of  the  Association  to 
restrictive  legislation  was  deep  rooted. 

However,  the  Association's  representa- 
tives had  said  that  they  appreciated  that 
the  Society  had  to  continue  to  press  the 
Department  to  implement  recommenda- 
tions of  the  Committee  on  a  Planned 
Pharmaceutical  Service.  It  would  only  be 
able  to  state  how  forcibly  it  would  oppose 
legislation  when  drafts  were  available. 

The  president  had  decided  that  a 
further  approach  should  be  made  to  the 
Department  informing  it  that  the  differ- 
ence of  principle  between  the  Association 
and  the  other  bodies  represented  on  the 
Committee  still  existed,  but  suggesting 
that  the  extent  of  the  Association's  oppo- 
sition to  the  proposed  legislation  could 
only  be  judged  if  draft  clauses  were 
produced  for  comment. 

Mr  J.  Ferguson,  an  assistant  secretary 
of    the    Society,    had    therefore    met  a 


been  received  from  Sir  Keith  Joseph  to 
a  letter  from  the  president  asking  that 
pharmacists  from  hospital  and  general 
practice  pharmacy  should  be  appointed  to 
the  steering  committee  for  the  NHS  re- 
organisation management  study,  was  un- 
satisfactory. The  general  practice  sub- 
committee had  been  particularly  concerned 
that  the  Secretary  of  State,  in  his  reply, 
had  said  that  "Your  Society  is  in  no 
different  a  position  to  very  many  other 
organisations  which  reflect  particular  pro- 
fessional or  sectional  interests." 

The  Society  itself  had  not  asked  for 
representation  on  the  committee.  It  was 
noted  that  two  general  medical  practi- 
tioners had  been  appointed  to  the  steering 
committee,  as  well  as  a  member  of  the 
General  Dental  Council  and  several  mem- 
bers of  the  medical  and  nursing  profes- 
sions engaged  in  the  hospital  service.  It 
was  recommended  that  the  president 
should  be  asked  to  write  again  to  the 
Secretary  of  State. 

In  the  light  of  information  that  "child- 
resistant"  closures  for  containers  were 
likely  to  be  marketed  in  volume  in  the 
spring  of  1972,  the  Practice  Committee 
agreed  that  the  Society's  policy  on  such 
closures  should  be  reviewed.  If  such  con- 
tainers were  to  become  generally  avail- 
able, it  was  felt  that  the  Society  would 
wish  to  be  able  to  advise  members  not 
only  on  the  principle  of  using  them  but 
also  on  the  relative  merits  of  various 
designs.  It  was  felt  that  a  British  standard 
for  the  "child  resistant"  properties  of  a 
closure  should  be  produced,  and  it  was 
recommended  that  the  British  Standards 
Institution  should  be  approached. 

Warning  labels 

An  inquiry  had  been  received  from  a 
local  pharmaceutical  committee  inquiring 
about  the  possibility  of  a  suitable  warning 
label  being  made  available  to  be  affixed 
to  all  dispensed  iron-containing  medicines. 
The  general  practice  subcommittee  felt  it 
would  not  be  wise  to  recommend  that  a 
particular  form  of  labelling  should  be 
adopted  only  for  iron  preparations.  All 
medicines  should  be  kept  out  of  the  reach 
of  children. 

The  chairman  of  the  Ethical  Com- 
mittee, Mr  W.  A.  Beanland,  reported  that 
information  had  been  received  that  routine 
examination  of  a  pharmacist's  poisons 
register  had  recorded  sales  of  1,155  tablets 
DF  1 18,  made  within  a  period  of  three 
months,  all  to  the  same  person.  The 
inspector  concerned  had  come  to  the 
conclusion  that  the  purchaser  was  almost 
certainly  an  addict  and  had  advised  the 
pharmacist  accordingly.  He  had  suggested 
that  no  further  sale  should  be  made  and 
had  informed  the  police.  The  police  had 
asked  the  pharmacist  to  inform  them  if 
the  same  person  attempted  to  buy  any 
more  tablets.  The  following  morning  after 
a  telephone  call  from  the  pharmacist,  the 
police  had  arrested  a  man  in  the  pharmacy 
and  it  had  been  established  that  he  had 
a  history  of  addiction  to  DF  1 18.  He 
had  signed  using  a  false  name. 

The  pharmacist  thought  that  he  had 
been  justified  in  making  the  sales.  It  was 
agreed  that  he  had  been  wrong  in  making 
continued  sales  of  the  tablets  and  that  an 
appropriate  letter  should  be  sent  to  him.

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Irish  Society's  Council 
pledges  support  for 
drug  safety  week 

The  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland  agreed  at  its  October  meeting 
in  Dublin  to  participate  at  national  level  in  a  "drug  safety  week"  which  is  being 
organised  to  start  at  the  end  of  this  month  by  the  Department  of  Health. 
Proposing  the  motion,  the  president,  Mr 


R.  J.  Power,  recalled  that  the  Minister  for 
Health,  Mr  Childers,  had  referred  to  the 
proposal  at  the  Congress  Banquet  in 
Wexford.  Mr  Power  said  that  pharmacists 
would  have  an  active  part  to  play  in  any 
campaign  against  drug  misuse — for 
instance,  in  pointing  out  the  dangers  of 
tablets  being  left  around  the  house,  or  of 
people  for  whom  a  prescription  had  not 
been  ordered,  taking  tablets  which  had 
been  recommended  for  someone  else. 

The  public  required  to  be  educated 
about  such  dangers  and  about  proper  drug 
storage,  to  prevent  possible  fatalities;  and 
that  was  something  which  concerned  all 
pharmacists.  It  was  vital  that  adequate 
measures  be  taken  in  every  home  to  pro- 
tect children  from  the  dangers  of 
medicines  left  lying  around.  In  view  of  the 
fact  that  the  Department  was  about  to 
launch  a  publicity  campaign  it  was  impor- 
tant that  pharmacists  should  co- operate. 
He  understood  the  campaign  would  be 
launched  at  the  end  of  November. 

He  had  given  the  Minister  a  personal 
assurance  that  pharmacists  would  co- 
operate in  promoting  such  a  campaign. 

Important  message 

Supporting  the  suggestion,  Mr  M.  F. 
Walsh  suggested  the  adoption  of  some 
such  slogan  as  "There  is  no  such  thing 
as  an  absolutely  safe  drug".  That  kind 
of  message  must  be  got  across. 

Mr  R.  J.  Semple  said  he  was  delighted 
with  the  proposal  because  in  some  health 
campaigns  pharmacists  had  been  ignored 
and  had  not  been  able  to  help  the  public 
when  inquiries  were  made  about  such 
campaigns.  Their  aim  should  be  to  identify 
pharmacy  with  the  health  of  the  nation. 

He  looked  forward  to  further  contacts 
with  the  Minister  on  matters  affecting  the 
nation's  health. 

Arising  from  the  Postgraduate  Education 
report,  Mr  Semple  announced  details 
of  a  course  in  physiology  and  pharma- 
cology which  would  be  held  in  Cork  city 
during  November-March  inclusive.  The 
course,  for  which  the  fee  would  be  £30, 
would  be  for  community,  hospital  and 
industrial  pharmacists  to  bring  their  know- 
ledge of  the  mode  of  action  of  drugs  up- 
to-date.  It  was  also  designed  to  enable 
pharmacists  to  communicate  more  effec- 
tively with  members  of  other  professions 
and  with  the  public  and  he  appealed  for 
the  support  of  all  pharmacists,  living 
within  a  50  miles  radius  of  Cork. 

Each  of  the  five  courses  would  occupy 
three  successive  evenings,  beginning 
November  9-11  inclusive,  and  ending 
March  6-8.  All  details  to  be  obtained  from 
the  Director,  Postgraduate  Education 
Committee,  College  of  Pharmacy,  Dublin. 


Survey  on 
structure  of 
pharmacy 

The  chairman  of  the  Practice  of  Phar- 
macy Committee,  Mr  Walsh,  referred  to 
the  projected  survey  into  the  economics, 
education  and  professional  structure  of 
pharmacy.  The  urgency  of  such  a  survey, 
he  said,  had  been  heightened  by  the  coun- 
try's pending  entry  into  Europe.  The  survey 
would  be  undertaken  by  the  Economist 
Intelligence  Unit  of  Ireland  and  would 
cost  £2,000.  He  was  anxious  to  hear  the 
views  of  members,  particularly  from  Re- 
gional Associations  as  to  how  this  money 
could  best  be  raised.  Other  professions  had 
already  obtained  similar  surveys  and  he 
believed  such  an  undertaking  was  vital 
at  this  juncture. 

Agreeing,  Mr  J.  P.  O'Donnell  said  that 
at  present  one  of  the  inhibiting  things 
about  pharmacy  was  that  students  on 
leaving  college  could  not  employ  the  basic 
skills  they  had  acquired. 

The  nursing,  medical  and  other  pro- 
fessions were  handing  out  drugs,  and 
unfortunately,  pharmacy  was  being  rele- 
gated to  that  level — of  merely  handing  out 
drugs.  Some  people,  apparently,  confused 
the  handing  out  of  drugs  with  the  dis- 
pensing of  medicines  and  now  pharmacy 
was  left  with  that  "inhibiting  and  destroy- 
ing image",  with  the  result  that  while 
the  pharmacist  was  equipped  with  the  vital 
basic  skills  he  was  not  given  much  outlet 
to  employ  them  at  community  pharmacy 
level. 

Things  would  be  different  if  pharma- 
cists had  the  sole  dispensing  for  the  entire 
community.  They  would  then  be  working 
with  the  doctor — not  for  him. 

At  present  the  pharmacist's  light  was 
hidden  under  a  bushel  but  with  the  advent 
of  the  new  Health  Scheme  he  looked  for- 
ward to  the  pharmacist  being  assigned  his 
rightful  role  in  the  medical  field.  They 
could  then  look  forward  to  playing  a 
constructive  part  in  arresting  the  inci- 
dence of  drug  dependence  which  had  in- 
creased considerably  in  recent  years.  This 
was  one  of  the  first  things  pharmacists 
had  to  arrest  but  at  present  with  such 
easy  access  to  medicines  from  other  chan- 
nels the  pharmacist  was  not  fully  involved 
in  the  dispensing  and  compounding  of 
these  preparations. 

The  president  said  the  new  concept  was 
to  involve  the  public  in  drug  education; 
to  inform  them  of  the  dangers  of  drugs 
and  of  their  pharmacological  properties. 
The  medical  profession  was  doing  this 


and  pharmacy  should  play  its  part  and 
direct  its  efforts  towards  the  youth. 

Mr  Walsh  said  he  would  like  to  see 
posters  sent  to  every  school  warning  of 
the  dangers  of  drug  abuse.  It  all  came 
back  to  the  role  of  pharmaciests  in  health 
education.  In  Spain  the  pharmacist  was 
involved  in  water  analysis  and  in  the  polio 
scheme. 

Mr  Power  said  that  one  of  the  fields  in 
which  they  could  co-operate  with  doctors 
was  that  of  sensitivity.  They  could  be  of 
immense  assistance  to  the  general  prac- 
titioner in  this  work.  This  was  something 
which  should  be  discussed  with  the  medi- 
cal profession. 

Mr  Walsh  said  they  should  get  together 
with  the  doctors  on  all  matters  on  which 
there  was  mutual  understanding  and  agree- 
ment. Pharmacists  had  a  separate  contri- 
bution to  make  both  at  national  and  pub- 
lic health  level  and  they  must  co-operate 
in  the  various  health  fields. 

The  president  referred  to  the  two  candi- 
dates defeated  in  the  recent  Council  elec- 
tion and  said  he  thought  the  thanks  of 
pharmacy  should  go  out  to  them  for  hav- 
ing sufficient  interest  to  seek  election.  The 
number  of  pharmacists  basically  interested 
to  go  forward  was  very  limited  and  the 
two  pharmacists  concerned  deserved  full 
credit. 

On  the  motion  of  the  president,  a  vote 
of  thanks  was  passed  to  the  organisers 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Congress  in  Wex- 
ford, a  special  tribute  being  paid  to  the 
president  of  the  local  committee,  Mr 
Seamus  Byrne,  and  the  chairman,  Mr 
lohn  Sherwood. 

The  Congress  had  been  remarkably 
successful  and  in  line  with  the  high 
standards  set  in  previous  years. 

President's  success 

The  three  outgoing  officers — president, 
vice-president  and  treasurer — were  re- 
elected. Proposing  the  re-election  of  Mr 
R.  J.  Power  as  president,  Mr  J.  P. 
O'Donnell  said  that  when  he  was  elected 
last  year,  members  of  the  Council  and 
of  the  Society  felt  confident  that  they  had 
nominated  a  president  of  great  promise 
whose  term  of  office  would  be  fruitful  at 
a  critical  juncture  in  Irish  pharmacy.  Mr 
Power  had  fulfilled  these  expectations.  His 
year  had  been  marked  by  unselfish,  de- 
voted work  and  every  aspect  of  pharmacy 
had  benefited  from  his  endeavours.  Mr 
Power  was  familiar  with  pharmacy  in  all 
aspects — academic,  veterinary,  hospital, 
industrial,  postgraduate  and  community 
pharmacy.  He  was  also  a  member  of  the 
loint  Health  Services'  Negotiating  Com- 
mittee and  they  were  lucky  at  this  par- 
ticular juncture  to  have  a  man  of  his 
calibre  steering  pharmacy  in  "  these  criti- 
cal and  big-decision  days".  It  was  with 
personal  pleasure  and  great  confidence  that 
he  proposed  his  re-election. 

Professor  R.  F.  Timoney  seconded  the 
proposal. 

Proposing  the  re-election  of  Mr  R.  J. 
Semple  as  vice-president,  Mr  Power  said 
he  valued  his  support  and  comradeship 
over  the  years,  particularly  since  his  elec- 
tion as  vice-president  last  year.  Mr  V.  G. 
McElwee  formally  seconded.

At  a  meeting  of  the  Benevolent  Fund  which 
followed,  a  number  of  grants  were  passed  for 
payment. 

The  president  reported  that  Limerick 
Chemists'  Dance  Committee  had  forwarded 
a  much-appreciated  cheaue  for  £500,  while 
MG.  Color  Laboratories,  Limerick  had 
generously  donated  £75  to  the  fund.  They 
had  also  received  an  anonymous  contribution 
of  £10  for  which  they  were  very  grateful. 
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Instruments  worth  £30,000  are  being 
used  in  a  central  laboratory  in  Paris 
for  measuring  the  physical  properties  of 
pharmaceutical  preparations. 

Monsieur  Georges  Hazebroucq  gave  that 
information  when  he  described  the  work 
of  his  physical  pharmacy  laboratory  at  the 
central  pharmacy  of  the  Paris  hospitals,  in 
a  lecture  to  the  Franco-British  Pharma- 
ceutical Commission  recently. 

The  central  pharmacy  is  responsible  for 
the  purchase,  quality  control  and  distri- 
bution of  medicines  and  ancillary  products 
for  the  public  hospitals  of  the  capital's 
region,  which  has  about  50,000  beds. 

M  Hazebroucq  said  that  during  the  last 
few  years  the  traditional  analytical 
methods  of  chemistry  had  been  replaced 
by  physical  methods.  In  some  laboratories 
burettes  had  practically  disappeared. 

The  physical  laboratory  had  been  added 
to  the  established  ones  for  chemistry,  phar- 
macodynamics and  bacteriology. 

The  photoelectric  cell,  the  electron  pho- 
tomultiplier  and  the  thermocouple  had 
replaced  to  advantage  the  eye  of  the  tech- 
nician, which  was  sensitive  only  to  the 
visible  portion  of  the  spectrum. 

The  speaker  outlined  the  different  types 
of  spectroscopy,  employing  different  wave- 
lengths of  light,  and  referred  to  a  new 


technique  called  total  attenuated  reflection 
where  an  infra  red  beam  arrives  at  an 
oblique  angle  and  is  reflected  after  having 
penetrated  the  test  material  to  the  depth 
of  about  one  wavelength. 

After  several  reflections  the  beam  is 
attenuated  with  respect  to  the  wavelengths 
absorbed  and  the  absorption  spectrum  of 
the  sample  can  be  recorded. 

In  Paris  this  method  is  used  for  meas- 
uring opaque  materials  such  as  thick 
sheets  of  polymers  and  rubber  closures. 
Staff  are  considering  studying  the  changes 
in  the  surfaces  of  those  materials  after 
contact  with  medicines. 

Reference  was  made  to  gas  chromato- 
graphy, osmometry,  ultracentrifugation 
and  other  techniques. 

The  laboratory  used  atomic  absorption 
spectra  for  the  analysis  of  concentrated 
solutions  for  renal  dialysis.  They  had  been 
able  to  show  that  for  the  alkali  metals  that 
method  gave  better  results  than  flame 
emission  spectrometry. 

Many  of  the  instruments  employed  gave 
valuable  recordings  which  could  easily 
be  filed.  Analysis  was  now  often  quicker 
and  more  accurate. 

Automation  would  make  possible  indi- 
vidual control  of  medicines — something 
that  M  Hazebroucq  thought  highly 
desirable. 

The  active  principle  in  a  formulation 
should  be  determined  tablet  by  tablet 
or  ampoule  by  ampoule  to  check  on  the 
homogeneity  of  batches. 

There  was  a  systematic  clinical  assess- 
ment of  products,  from  the  laboratory, 
before  they  were  sold  to  other  hospitals 
in  the  region.

Pollution  Technical  Services  Ltd,  Station 
Road,  Abingdon,  Berks,  are  marketing  a 
range  of  ultra-violet  liquid  purifiers  manu- 
factured in  the  UK  under  licence  from 
Ultra  Dynamics  Corporation,  New  Jersey, 
USA. 

The  purification  system  kills  bacteria 
and  viruses  electronically  on  a  constant 
flow  basis  with  the  advantage  that  the 
treated  water  is  not  adulterated  with 
chemicals  such  as  chlorine  or  other  bac- 
tericides. 

The  alternative  method,  of  heating  or 
boiling  water,  is  a  costly  operation  in 
terms  of  capital  plant  and  subsequent 
running  costs  compared  to  the  simple 
operation  and  compact  nature  of  the  ultra- 
violet equipment,  say  the  manufacturers. 

The  design  of  the  purifier  is  based  on 
the  US  Department  of  Health's  require- 
ments. 

Purification  is  achieved  by  passing  the 
fluid  through  a  stainless  steel  radiation 
chamber  with  100  pounds  per  square  inch 
working  pressure,  fitted  with  extra  high 
intensity  ultra-violet  lamps. 

The  lamps  are  located  inside  high  trans- 
mission quartz  jackets. 

An  electronic  fail-safe  monitor  system  is 
fitted. 

A  wide  range  of  standard  models  is 
available,  with  capacities  from  210-40,000 
gallons  per  hour.

At  a  meeting  of  the  Benevolent  Fund  which 
follnweH,  a  number  of  grants  were  passed  for 
payment. 

The  president  reported  that  Limerick 
Chemists'  Dance  Committee  had  forwarded 
a  much-appreciated  cheaue  for  £500,  while 
MG.  Color  Laboratories,  Limerick  had 
generously  donated  £75  to  the  fund.  They 
had  also  received  an  anonymous  contribution 
of  £10  for  which  they  were  very  grateful. 
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Instruments  worth  £30,000  are  being 
used  in  a  central  laboratory  in  Paris 
for  measuring  the  physical  properties  of 
pharmaceutical  preparations. 

Monsieur  Georges  Hazebroucq  gave  that 
information  when  he  described  the  work 
of  his  physical  pharmacy  laboratory  at  the 
central  pharmacy  of  the  Paris  hospitals,  in 
a  lecture  to  the  Franco-British  Pharma- 
ceutical Commission  recently. 

The  central  pharmacy  is  responsible  for 
the  purchase,  quality  control  and  distri- 
bution of  medicines  and  ancillary  products 
for  the  public  hospitals  of  the  capital's 
region,  which  has  about  50,000  beds. 

M  Hazebroucq  said  that  during  the  last 
few  years  the  traditional  analytical 
methods  of  chemistry  had  been  replaced 
by  physical  methods.  In  some  laboratories 
burettes  had  practically  disappeared. 

The  physical  laboratory  had  been  added 
to  the  established  ones  for  chemistry,  phar- 
macodynamics and  bacteriology. 

The  photoelectric  cell,  the  electron  pho- 
tomultiplier  and  the  thermocouple  had 
replaced  to  advantage  the  eye  of  the  tech- 
nician, which  was  sensitive  only  to  the 
visible  portion  of  the  spectrum. 

The  speaker  outlined  the  different  types 
of  spectroscopy,  employing  different  wave- 
lengths of  light,  and  referred  to  a  new 


technique  called  total  attenuated  reflection 
where  an  infra  red  beam  arrives  at  an 
oblique  angle  and  is  reflected  after  having 
penetrated  the  test  material  to  the  depth 
of  about  one  wavelength. 

After  several  reflections  the  beam  is 
attenuated  with  respect  to  the  wavelengths 
absorbed  and  the  absorption  spectrum  of 
the  sample  can  be  recorded. 

In  Paris  this  method  is  used  for  meas- 
uring opaque  materials  such  as  thick 
sheets  of  polymers  and  rubber  closures. 
Staff  are  considering  studying  the  changes 
in  the  surfaces  of  those  materials  after 
contact  with  medicines. 

Reference  was  made  to  gas  chromato- 
graphy, osmometry,  ultracentrifugation 
and  other  techniques. 

The  laboratory  used  atomic  absorption 
spectra  for  the  analysis  of  concentrated 
solutions  for  renal  dialysis.  They  had  been 
able  to  show  that  for  the  alkali  metals  that 
method  gave  better  results  than  flame 
emission  spectrometry. 

Many  of  the  instruments  employed  gave 
valuable  recordings  which  could  easily 
be  filed.  Analysis  was  now  often  quicker 
and  more  accurate. 

Automation  would  make  possible  indi- 
vidual control  of  medicines — something 
that  M  Hazebroucq  thought  highly 
desirable. 

The  active  principle  in  a  formulation 
should  be  determined  tablet  by  tablet 
or  ampoule  by  ampoule  to  check  on  the 
homogeneity  of  batches. 

There  was  a  systematic  clinical  assess- 
ment of  products,  from  the  laboratory, 
before  they  were  sold  to  other  hospitals 
in  the  region.

The  alternative  method,  of  heating  or 
boiling  water,  is  a  costly  operation  in 
terms  of  capital  plant  and  subsequent 
running  costs  compared  to  the  simple 
operation  and  compact  nature  of  the  ultra- 
violet equipment,  say  the  manufacturers. 

The  design  of  the  purifier  is  based  on 
the  US  Department  of  Health's  require- 
ments. 

Purification  is  achieved  by  passing  the 
fluid  through  a  stainless  steel  radiation 
chamber  with  100  pounds  per  square  inch 
working  pressure,  fitted  with  extra  high 
intensity  ultra-violet  lamps. 

The  lamps  are  located  inside  high  trans- 
mission quartz  jackets. 

An  electronic  fail-safe  monitor  system  is 
fitted. 

A  wide  range  of  standard  models  is 
available,  with  capacities  from  210-40,000 
gallons  per  hour.
